FLOUR AND. 
BREAD PRICES

References have recently been made in the 
Press and elsewhere to the price of flour, and 
it has been suggested, :ays a communique 
from the Department for Supplies, that, con- 
sequent on the increased extraction from 
wheat, flour prices should be reduced. i 
It is true that when the extraction is 
increased a reduction in the price of flour is 
justified, but the reduction in price which 
would correspond with the increase in the 
percentage extraction would not be sufficient 
to entail a reduction of one halfpenny in the 
price of the 4lb. loaf. 

Moreover, it is necessary to look well ahead 
in view of the difficulty in the matter of 
wheat supplies. Increased prices are in- 
evitable next autumn, owing to the extent to 
which native wheat at its guaranteed price 
will have to be used. It is, therefore, con- 
sidered advisable now to maintain the prices 
of both flour and bread at their present level, 
and so to create a fund to offset to some 
extent any such increase. 

Accordingly neither the price of flour nor 
the price of bread is being altered at pre- 
sent, but the price to be paid by millers for 
imported wheat has been adjusted so as to 
offset any possible increased profit arising 
from the production of the new flour. It 
follows that, as the bakers will have to pay 
the same price for flour, no reduction in the 
price of bread can be made. : :

HIGHER CHARGES 
GREAT NORTHERN 
COMPANY’S POSITION 


— — 


The Great Northern Railway Company 
(Ireland) applied to the Railway Tribunal 
yesterday (Judge O’Brien presiding) for 
sanction for an increase of rates and charges 
for the carriage of merchandise. The com- 

ny stated that in the six-county area they 

ad increased, as from January Ist last, rates 
and charges (with certain exceptions) by 
approximately 25 per cent. over those in 
operation on September 1, 1939. This in- 
crease took effect also in Eire in cases where 
the maximum charges provided for in Section 
31 of the Railways Act, 1924, had not been 
reached. 

Due to circumstances beyond their control 
the operation costs of the railway had in- 
creased very substantially, and there was 
every indication that there would be still 
further increases. This made it imperative to 


secure additional receipts, and the applicants | 


applied to the Court for an order increasing 
the rates. The increases sought included an 
increase of forty per cent. in the maximum 
charges for small parcels, and an increase of 
ten per cent. on returned empties. 

Mr. E. J. Phelps, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Maurice Walker (instructed by Mr. C. 
Baillie-Gage), for the company, said that 
there was no objection made to the increases 
by any trader in the six counties. They 
wanted to have uniform rates over the whole 
system. i 

There was an increase in the traffic receipts 
of the company during the past year, he said, 
of £182,902, a 15.61 per cent. increase,.as 
compared with 1939. The expenditure had 
increased by £176,741, representing 16.22 per 
cent. 

The estimated cost of steam coal for the 
present year, he continued, was £215,000, as 
compared with £122.000 for the year before 
the war. Sleepers, it was estimated, would 
cost £56,000 this year, as compared with 
E26. 000 pre-war. 

Mr. John O’Brien, representing the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, said that it 
appeared to the Minister that the rates on 
goods should be kept as low and reasonable 
as possible rather than the fares on 
passengers. The company, at the time of this 
application, was not in the position of to-day, 
when, because of the petrol restrictions, the 
railway companies have become virtually the 
only transport carriers in Eire. As a result 
of the petrol shortage there had been a con- 
siderable increase in unemployment. Many 
essential commodities had become scarce. 
There was a condition of emergency in the 
country, and in deciding what would be just 
and reasonable for the railway company the 
Court should weigh up these claims in the 
light of present circumstances against the 
difficult position in which the privete citizens 
of the country are obliged to live. In the first 
four weeks of 1941 the company was able to 
show a 25 per cent. improvement over the 
same period of working in 1940. 

Mr. George B. Howden, General Manager 
of the Great Northern Railwav, said that the 
improvements in receipts could not keep pace 
with the increasing expenditure. The company 
Was now meeting an increased salary and 
wages bill of not iess than £90,000 annually 
over pre-war years. Live stock, passengers, 
parcels by passenger train and mineral traffic 
(including coal) are not included in the pro- 
posed increases. 

The general merchandise on which the com- 
pany proposes to increase the surcharge to 25 
per cent. includes bricks, basic slag, artificial 
manures, grain, beetroot, vegetables, apples, 
pears, dead pigs, butter in wood, bread in 
cases and certain classes of timber. The 
returned empties applies to brewers’ 
returns, sacks, crates and fish packages. The 
articles covered by passenger train traffic 
include bath chairs, bicycles, motor eycles, 
motor cars, boats, caravans, deer, dogs (un- 
accompanied) and machines.

He told Sergeant Curran 
to stay at the ridge until witness got a long 
rope, and had gone some distance when the 
explosion took place.

SUBSCRIBERS GET THE

At a meeting under the auspices of Muintir 
Na Tire in Tipperary to-night the Rev. J. M. 
Hayes, C.C., said that there had been a cam- 
paign for tillage plots for unemployed and 
casual labourers, but they now proposed a 
scheme of plots fcr those who set them just 
as much—business and professional people, 
who may not have the opportunity or the 
time to produce food themselves. The 
Guild of Muintir Na Tire in Tipperary has 
accordingly formed a committee, who will 
take over parcels of land for this purpose. 
A person who contributes £5 to the scheme 
can have the produce in potatoes of one- 
eighth of an acre of land, without any other 
obligation on his part—in other words, this 
scheme ensures the necessary capital and at 
the same time ensures a food supply for those 
who invest their money in it.

BRITISH BOMBERS 
OVER VALONA

AFI ER beating off further Italian 
counter- attacks, the Greeks have 
again taken the initiative in bania, 
according to Athens radio last night, 
quot y the Press Association. 


Italian troops north of Pogradets attempted 
to retake strategic peaks which they lost 
yesterday, but were repulsed, says the P.A. 
Special Cosceapendant. Other Italian counter- 
attacks in the Ostravitza Mountains and the 
Devoli Valley were similarly dealt with by 
the Greeks. A dawn counter-attack by the 
Italians between Klisura and Tepelini was 
stemmed, and finally the Greeks advanced 
about three miles. North of Moscopolis the 
Greeks are engaged in mopping- up opera- 
tions. 

Heavy artillery fire was a special feature 
of yesterday’s fighting in the extreme Northern 
sector. The whole area north of Pogradets 
is now under heavy fire. Greek gunfire has 
also been heavy in the neighbourhood of the 
Skumbi River source, a sector of which the 
Greek patrols are master. 

A considerable movement of Italian troops 
has been observed on the Skumbi-Elbasan 
road. Lorries have also been seen on the El- 
hasan road. The Italians are increasing the 
number of their planes and the size of their 
bombing formations. 

Florina was bombed yesterday by two for- 
mations, each of five bombers. Duning the 
second attack the Greek anti-aircraft defences 
brought down two machines, six Italian air- 
men being led.

The case against Dermot Forde Nagle, 
well-known Cork stockbroker, and formerly 
President, Cork Chamber of Commerce, who 
is on remand on a charge of fraudulent 
conversion of £2,260, was again mentioned 
in Cork District Court to-day, when Mr. 
M. O’Connor, State Solicitor, was granted 
an application under the Bankers Books 
Evidence Act, 1879, that Superintendent 
O'Driscoll be at liberty to inspect and take 
copies of any entries in all deposit and 
other accounts in the books of the Provincial 
Bank of Ireland, Ltd., South Mall, Cork, 
in the name of Dermot Forde Nagle, either 
solely or jointly with any other person, or 
in the name of J. C. Forde and Co. 

The Forde Nagle case was also before 
to-day’s sitting of the Cork Bankruptcy 
Court, when a cash book, which eluded the 
searches of Court officials and was subse- 
quently discovered in a hall-way, was 
mentioned. It was one of the office record 
books of Dermot Forde Nagle, stockbroker, 
who, it was stated, sought the protection 
of the Court on January 23 and was ad- 
judicated bankrupt on February órd. 

Mr. E. F. Neville. solicitor, made applica- 
tion on behalf of the Official Assignee for 
the issue of a search warrant in respect of 
the following premises: (i) Premises at 
Palaceanne Villas, South Douglas road, in 
the occupation of Thomas P. Wall, stated to 
be an employé ot the bankrupt; (2) 
6 George’s quay, in the occupation of Mrs.

Daniel J. Cummins, who said that he had 
been investigating the affairs of the bank- 
rupt, described the missing book, which had 
since been found, as a rather important one 
for purposes of the investigation of the 
bankrupt’s affairs. He thought all the office 
hooks were now available. He added that 
on Saturday last both he and Mr. Beale, 
Court Clerk, had made a search. and did not 
find this petty cash book. Witness agreed 
that Mr. Thomas Nagle gave every help to 
find the book, and witness thought he had 
nothing to do with trying to hide it. 

Mr. Neville called the Court messenger to 
tell of his search. 

Mr. McClement intervened to say that 
Mr. Neville was making application for a 
search warrant for three premises.

The alternative is to nave italy completely 
beaten—thereby restoring full peace - time 
conditions in the Mediterranean Sea and 
freeing the British Navy entirely. Thus, 
while the Germans may tactically take the 
initiative in the new operations, strategically 
their conduct will be dictated by the action 
of their opponents. They will no longer be 
the same free agents that they have been in 
the war to date. Simultaneously, the

BULGARIA AND TURKEY 


It also seems that any Balkan move 


will be via Bulgaria—not via Yugo- 
slavia. It would be the recognised 
'“form” of the Serbs—of all branches—to 


fight to a finish; and it would be bad policy 
for the Germans to begin this new war on 


reaching the Egean without a fight. Later 
on a limited objective campaign might be 
tried against Yugoslavia to secure the river 
crossings at Novy Sad and Belgrade and 
facilitate supply.

RECENT 
PRONOUNCEMENTS 


As regards the exchange of pronounce- 
ments di, aur é made, there was not really very 
much from which we could glean many facts. 
Bulgaria only denounced the Treaty of Neuilly 
not quite three years ago. While that treaty 
was in force there were, naturally, mo — 4 
airfields in the country, and conseque 
much spade-work—in every sense—would be 
necessary to permit of large-scale flying being 
done. 

For want of a more plausible assumption, 
we will assume that Bulgaria follows the 
example of Denmark—i.e., aoe in the 
passage of German troops, but does not 
actively take part. This assumption at least 
enables us to review the possible German 
aims in themselves and without complications. 
The initial aim would be to defeat Greece 
and restore the position of Italy in Albania. 
This might, or might not, draw Turkey into 
the war. Let us assume that Turkey stays 
out and that Greece is overrun. These are 
important assumptions, in view of the general 
political situation, the v difficult terrain 
and the presence in force of sea power. But, 
even if the Germans reach Cape Matapan, it 
is difficult to see how the fact can influence 
the general result of the struggle in any 
direct or immediate sense. There must be an 
ultimate aim. 


ONLY NEW FACTOR 


The only ultimate aim, in this part of the 
world, holding out a pros of decisive 
success, — be to secure possession of the 
Suez Canal. Prosecution of this aim would 
certainly bring. Turkey in—thereby making 
the task one of colossal difficulty. Frankly, 
it is very difficult to believe that this vast 
enterprise is being seriously contemplated. 
+ would involve, first of all, a campaign 


in Thrace, then the crossing of the Dar- 


danelles, an advance gown through Asia 
Minor, a further campaign in Palestine, a 
desert march across Sinai. Alexander the 
Great did all this, of course, under the con- 
ditions of his own day—but Alexander had 
command of the sea. This last is a point 
quite commonly lost sight of when the 
exploits of the Macedonian King are under 
discussion. ‘ 

The only possible new factor to-day is that 
of air power. But can Germany develop in 
this theatre such an aerial superiority as 
will enable her to do what has not proved 

ossible elsewhere? The Near and Middle 

st have been theatres of aerial warfare 
which the British have studied with especial 
care. They have even—though on a small 
scale—used air-borne troops here at least 
a dozen years ago. It must not be over- 
looked that Germany draws most of her oil fuel 
from the Rumanian wells, and these are cer- 
tain to soon become targets for British bomber 
attack. An important proportion of German 
effort must be concentrated to cover these— 
proportionately reducing the offensive power. 
Tn short, it is hard to see how the war can

“It is a consolation that, in these days 
when Europe is in flames, our money 1s 
invested in our own country, giving employ- 
ment to Irish men and women in industries 
over which we have at least some control,” 
said Mr. Denis McCullough, chairman of the 
New Ireland Assurance Company, speaking 
at the annual dinner of the Irish National 
and New Ireland Assurance Companies in the 
Clarence Hotel, Dublin, last night.

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MR. WILLIAM ARMSTRONG 

The death of Mr. William Armstrong, of 
Thronemount, Belfast, took place yesterday, 
in ‘his eighty-eighth year. Born in Lurgan, 
he became a partner with his father in the 
firm of Robert Armstrong and Sons, Hudson 
Street Factory, Belfast, where he carried on 
business as a linen manufacturer for sixty 
years. Mr. Armstrong was chairman of the 
old Cavehill and Whitewell Tramway Com- 
pany, which ran from Chichester Park to 
Glengormley. until it was sold to the Bel- 
fast Corporation. He also owned the pro- 
perty which the Belfast Corporation ac- 
quired and converted into Bellevue and 
Hazelwood.

He was also a governor of the 
Hospital for Diseases of the Skin, and of the 
Belfast Royal Academy.

Riding 
a high-wheel bicycle, he took first place in 
the 25-mile Amateur Road Championship of 
Ireland in 1879. He was also a keen oars- 
man and football plaver.
